A   FEW   EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  THIRD  MINUTE  BOOK,    1704, 
UNTIL  THE  PRESENT  DAY. 

1721-3.  23  Feb.  Mr.  George  Smith,  headmaster,  appointed 
to  keep  accounts,  since  the  death  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Whalley,  who  had  acted  as  accountant  for 
40  years. 

1731.  Ordered  that — "  Noe  girles  shall  be  taught  in  the 
Chambers  over  the  School." 
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1742-3.  Feb.  25.  "  It  is  this  day  agreed  that  theCockpennys 
which  have  formerly  been  divided  between  the 
Master  and  Usher  equally,  shall  be  for  the  future 
paid  to  each  Master  separately,  &c."  See  also 
1783- 

1747.  Sept.  22.  A  messuage  and  tenement  called  "  Pianot 
Nest,  at  Brookfoot,"  in  Mellor,  purchased,  for 
,£113,  from  George  Ward,  a  weaver,  who  is  to 
rent  the  premises  for  £5  a  year  for  life.  In  1749 
a  lease  was  given  to  him  for  99  years,  or  for  the 
life  of  George  &  his  son. 

Dec.  21.  Ordered  "  That  the  Original  Charter  of 
the  ffree  Gramer  School  in  Blackburn  be  Trans- 
lated into  English  &  read  publickly  in  the  said 
Schoole  every  Saint  Thos  Day  yearly."  A  few 
copies  of  this  translation,  printed  by  Harrop,  of 
Manchester,  are  still  extant. 

!755-  3°  Sept.  Ordered — "  pursuant  to  a  regular  notice 
given  in  the  Church  on  Sunday  was  a  seven- 
night,  that  the  Master  shall  take  the  Boys  out 
of  the  Ushers  end  in  the  Cordery  or  sooner  if  he 
shall  see  it  proper  and  convenient,  and  that  the 
Usher  shall  take  in  such  Boys  as  can  read  in  the 
Testament,  agreeable  to  the  Master  or  Usher, 
after  having  examined  them ;  And  we  likewise 
order  that  publick  notice  be  given  in  the  Church 
on  Sunday  next,  that  such  Boys  as  are  above 
mentioned  will  be  admitted  into  the  said  School. 
(See  21  Dec.  1770.) 

1763.  21  Dec.  ''Whereas  .  .  certain  Boys  now  Scholars

1782.       27  June.     Henry  Kenyon,  of  Blackburn,  appointed 
usher  by  the  meeting.     The  appointment  was 
ratified   on   4th   July    following,    the    candidate 
having  been  recommended  by  a  letter  from  the 
Revd  Mr.  T.  Wilson,  of  Clitheroe. 
ii  July.     Another  meeting  of   Governors  protested 
that   Thomas    Exton    appeared    to   be    a    more 
suitable  candidate  than  Henry  Kenyon,  &  desired 
to  appoint  him,  if  not  excluded  by  a  Clause  in 
the  Charter.     The  two  meetings  were  attended 
by  different  governors,  the  latter  being  headed  by 
Thomas  Starkie,  the  vicar,  and  subscribed  by  a 
more  distinguished  "  local  "  company. 
3  Dec.     Another  meeting  resolved  "  that  the  present 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Under  Master  &  all  future 
vacancies  in  the  office  of  Head  Master  or  Under 
Master  shall  be  advertised  as  usual,"  &  that  each 
Candidate  "  shall  personally  appear  on  the  Day 
of  Election  &  submit  to  be  publickly  examined. 
.  .   .  further  .   .  that   the   Election   shall   be  on 
Saturday  the  2ist  of  this  instant.     Also  .  .  that 
Lawyer    Peter's    decision    relative    to    the    late 
Election  of  an  Under  Master  be  entered  in  this 
Book."      This  minute  was  signed   by   all   the 
Governors   who   attended   the   second   meeting. 
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Mr.  Peters  decided  that  a  majority  of  Governors, 
residing  &  inhabiting  within  the  Town  & 
Parish  of  Blackburn,  was  necessary  to  the 
appointment  of  any  Master. 

21  Dec.  A  meeting  consisting  of  nearly  the  same 
Governors  appointed  Thomas  Exton,  late  of 
Anderton,  but  now  of  Blackburn,  Usher  or 
Undermaster. 

17&3-  3  Ju^y-  Ordered  that  the  Master  and  Usher  do 
equally  divide  betwixt  themselves,  the  Entrance 
Money,  Cockpennies,  &  the  Rent  of  the 
Governors  Room  or  Writing  Chambers.  The 
Rent  of  the  Writing  Room  in  1802  was  £3. 

1786.  16  Nov.  Vacancy  for  Headmaster  advertised  in 
Liverpool,  Manchester  and  Leeds  Newspapers. 
The  two  insertions  at  Leeds  cost  8s/4d — at 
Liverpool  9s /6d. 

A   specimen   of  such  advertisement   in    1749, 
follows.

That  the  Trustees  of  the  Free  Grammer-School 
of  Queen  Elizabeth,  in  Blackburn  in  the  County

any  Person  properly  recommended,  and  duly 
Qualified  may  offer  himself  a  Candidate.

1787.       10  Oct.     Mr.   James   Radcliffe  of   Mosney  elected 

Writing  Master  and  Accountant. 

1789.       2  July.     Ordered  "  that  no  Boys  be  admitted  without 
paying  5/8  Entrance  Money  &  Cockpennies  of 
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10/6  to  the  Master  for  his  Pupils  &  5/s  to  the 
Usher  for  those  under  him,  at  Shrovetide." 
Those  who  absent  themselves  at  such  a  season 
are  to  pay  upon  return  to  School,  or  to  be 
charged  for  re-entry. 

1791.  27  April.     Ordered   that    all    Scholars    learning    the 

Latin  Language  shall  be  taught  by  the  Upper 
Master. 

1792.  20  Sept.     After      advertisement      in      the      "  York 

Courant,"  "  Leeds  Mercury  5:  &  "  Harrop's 
Papers  "  the  Governors  promoted  Thomas 
Jackson,  the  Usher,  to  be  Headmaster.  Two 
hundred  bills  were  printed  for  advertising  the 
vacancy,  at  a  cost  of  5/-. 

Mr.  Henry  Sudell  gives  ^"50  to  the  School. 

1793.  12  March.     Mr.  H.  Sudell  proposes  an  exchange  of 

lands.  The  Governors  are  to  give  land  in  Mellor 
(i.e.,  Butterworth's  "  rent  ")  for  some  land 
adjoining  Mr.  Sudell's  estate.  Mr.  Sudell  was 
imparking  what  is  now  known  as  "  Woodfold 
Park." 

1793.  9  May.  The  Governors  give  "  The  Lower  Great 
Meadow  &  a  small  corner  of  the  Barn  Meadow 
for  other  land  in  Mellor,  viz.,"  the  nearer 
Green  Meadow,  Further  Green  Field  (formerly 
in  one)  "  the  Shor rock  Green  Croft,"  &  part  of 
"  the  nearer  Field."  Mr.  Sudell  gives  the 
further  sum  of  £50.  If  the  Trustees  should 
ever  re-claim  the  land,  they  must  give  all  of  it 
back,  together  with  the  ^"50,  &  the  Lawful 
Interest  thereon.  [See  pp.  154-155.] 

1801.  2  June.*  The  Governors  sell  to  Henry  Sudell  "  The 
Higher  School  Lands,"  "  The  Lower  School 
Lands  "  &  "  The  Middle  School  Lands  "  for 
^"2600.  The  interest  on  the  purchase  money 
(after  deduction)  is  to  be  paid  five-eighths  to  the 
Head  Master,  &  three-eighths  to  the  Usher  until 
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a  fresh  purchase  of  land  is  made.  A  note  states 
that  the  land  sold  consists  of  31  acres  7  perches, 
&  the  clear  profits  to  be  divided  between  Master 
&  Usher  are  £20  i  Is  8d. 

1801.  2  July.     Ordered,  that  a  Plate  be  fixed  on  the  Door 

of  the  Pew  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Blackburn, 
which  formerly  belonged  to  the  Vicar  of  Black- 
burn, but  which  has  been  lately  directed  to  be 
appropriated,  by  his  Grace  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  to  the  Master  &  Usher  of  the 
Grammar  School,  at  the  time  that  his  Grace 
appointed  a  New  Pew  tobeerected  in  the  chancel 
for  the  use  of  the  Vicar,  in  which  Pew  are  two 
Stalls  heretofore  occupied  by  the  Master  & 
Usher. 

1802.  2  Aug.     Resolved  that,  in  consideration  of  the  low 

state  of  the  Funds  of  the  School,  the  salaries  of 
the  Master  &  Usher  shall  be  as  under.  To  the 
Master  ;£ioo  per  annum.  To  the  Usher  £60. 

1807.  10  Nov.  The  salary  of  Mr.  James  Holme,  Head- 
master was  suspended,  &  he  was  called  upon  to 
resign.  Mr.  Holme  appears  to  have  absented 
himself  since  August  last,  &  the  Governors  direct 
advertisements  to  be  placed,  declaring  the  Head- 
mastership  vacant. 

21  Decr.  Mr.  Holme's  resignation  has  been  re- 
ceived, &  he  accepts  ^45  in  full  of  his  claims 
upon  the  Governors. 

The  records  for  the  xviiith  century  are  short,  incomplete, 
&  uninteresting.  The  Governors  did  not  attend  the  meetings 
regularly;  adjournments  were  made  for  want  of  sufficient 
numbers,  &  the  "  local  "  governors  were,  at  least  once,  at 
variance  with  the  "  non-local."  Discipline  does  not  seem  to 
have  been  good  in  school,  relations  with  the  headmaster  not 
invariably  good,  &  the  school  was  low  in  funds. 
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In  1812  land  was  purchased  at  Dilworth  for  £110. 

In  1819,  the  office  of  Usher  was  abolished. 

In  1823  the  old  school,  which  stood  between  the  site  of  the 
Old  Church  &  that  of  the  New  Church,  was  pulled 
down ;  &  in  1825,  the  New  School  in  Freckleton  Street 
was  opened.  From  1821  to  1825,  the  School  was 
kept  in  some  premises  in  Market  Street  Lane, 
belonging  to  Mr.  Pitt  Hewitt. 

In  1850,  there  were  no  boys  attending  the  School,  &  very  great 
difficulty  was  experienced  by  the  Governors  in  getting 
rid  of  the  Headmaster,  who  was  holding  out  for  a 
"  Classical  "  Education,  while  the  people  of  Black- 
burn desired  something  more  "  modern." 

In  1877,  a  New  Scheme  was  initiated,  &  the  number  of 
Governors  reduced  from  fifty  to  twenty. 

In  1878  Mr.  John  Tattersall  founded  a  Scholarship,  value 
^"50  a  year,  tenable  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

In  1883,  the  present  school  buildings,  in  West  Park  Road, 
were  opened. 

In  1884,  Mrs.  Dodgson  of  Beardwood  left  ,£10,000  to  the 
school  in  memory  of  her  husband  Mr.  R.  B. 
Dodgson. 

In  1906,  Mr.  Robert  Carr  Radcliffe  left  money  for  the  building 
of  a  new  wing,  to  be  called  after  his  name. 

SUPPLEMENT. 

A  few  ancient  documents  remain  in  possession  of  the 
School.  It  seems  worth  while  to  place  them  at  the  end  of  this 
volume.  They  may  have  been  regarded  as  among  the  title 
deeds  of  lands  in  Mellor,  which  belonged  in  former  days  to 
the  Chantry  or  School.  The  "  will-piece  "  is  in  a  good  state 
of  preservation,  and  has  its  seal  complete.  [See pp.  75  and  599.]
